Mr. Chbbourn, the agent, at first hesitated to forward 
a draft, but upon showing the letier to his princwpal, Mr. 
Corne, who not deabtung but all was correct, forwarded 


| to Caldwell $25,000, chiely im Bank of America, New 


York money. A similar amount was also sent by Browa, 
Brothers & Co, apon the faith of « letter worded alike, 
and upon the same kind of letter paper, and from the same 
firm as that received by Mr. Corrie, jr.from New Orleans. 

On Monday morning a wrt of habeas corpus was 
taken out before Judge Randall. The prisoner Edwards 
was identified as having passed some of the money in 
Baltumore, and the balance of the dank notes found in 
his trunks corresponded with the money forwarded to 
Caldwell by the respective firms in New York. The 
prisoner was remanded. 

‘Thus, after a long delay, and after many trains hed 
been land to arrest the danng operator, he bas at last been 
secured, and is pow likely to receive his just deserts.
